' often in the World; ſuch a thing, fuch a fin, ſuch a 
miſchief, as Corruption of Judges, char is, when by 
means of Pecuniary , or other Bribes, or ( which is all our as 
bad) Threatnings, Promiſes of Reward, Malice, Revenge, hopes 
of greater, or fears of being rurned out of preſent Pr S, 
or any other ill motive ; They that are appointed and Sworn 
to Adminiſter equal and impartial Right and Juſtice, are wrap'd 
aſide, or Biaf'd to ſerve a Turn, or Wreck a private Grudge, or to 
free the Guilty , or condemn the Innocent ; or to lean rather to the 
one fide, than to the other ; or wiltully to declare that to be 
Law, which they carinot bur know is not ſo; or to adjudge 
puniſhments diſproportionate to the Crimes that appear before 
them, of any the like baſe, illegal praftiles. 

How odious this Vice is, to God and Man, as being equally 
deftruQtive to Religion, and Humane Society ; and how 
ſeverely it bas been heretofore puniſhed, by both, may 
appear by The Enſuing Examples.

the Chief Juſtice and Blake the Kings Council, who-was adviſed

faid Commiſſioners, and againſt ſuch others as had been moſt 
aftive in procuring that Authority : Accordingly he draws the 
Indiftment which ſtands entred in the Roll,and is to this effect, 
That they the ſaid Commisſtoners, &'c. had Traiterouſly conſpired among 
themſelves to make this Commisſion by Authority of Parliament againſt

It was deſigned that they ſhould be tryed upon this Indict- 
ment in Middleſex or London, and therefqze (ſome of the parties

Bur turcher, the five grand Favourites, that the. King might 
the more confide in ther Counſels, (for ſo are the words of

Here were other Queſtwons a5k'd, but theſe were the Main,and 
thoſe fer which they were condemned, as appears by the Replication 
ot the- Commons tothe 1udges Anſwer, and by the Words of the 
Indgment -—» T hat they the ſad tudges knew that this Commisſion was 
awarded.in Parliament, <7c. that it was for the Publick Good ; That 
they knew of the T raiterous Intent to deſtroy the Procurers of this Com- 
misſton ; That they knew the L aw,and that it was not Treaſon, and bad 
delrvered fuch OpiMons thereby, unde r colour off Law, to cover their Trea- 
Jonatle Intent, and therefore ludgment of High<Treaſon was given 
againſt them, and againſt Lotton the Kings Serjeant, who had 
Subſcribed theſe Falſe Qpinions' with the ludges. And though 
there be other Articles againſt the Reſt, yer this alone is adjudged 
Treaſon, in the feveral Judgments "onnk every one ofche Eigh- 
teen : And 'tis obſervable,T hat in all theſe Indgments,they are «djudg

And it is there declared upqu. great Advice taken, That #©m 
Treaſons which concern the King and K mgdom,” they are not bound to. 
proceed. according to the Rules of the Common-Law, but according to the 
Courſe of Parliaments, ſo as may be-for the Common-Good. Nor were 
thele Indgments huddled up in haſte, bur given upon. long and 
mature Deliþeration, the Work of: a Whale Parliament.. And it is 
declared in the Roll, That they ſpent long time, and took great pains m 
examining the Evidence, the better thereby to ſatishe their own 
Conſciences and the World. Their Proccedings againſt the five 
Plotters were begun the 1 4 of Nevemb. and the Indements were 
not given till the 15 of Feb. following, which is a Qxarter of a 
Near. 

"Tis alſo to be obſerved, That ſeveral of theſe-Indges were very 
unwilling to give their Corrupt Opinions, but were menaced- and vio- 
lently drawn thereunto by the Duke of Ireland and others. And at 
their Trials, they ſeverally Alledged, That in part Violence had 
been offered to their Pyrſons becauſe they bad deferred the delivery of their 
Opinions. But as Pear or Cowardice is ng Plea for delivering up of 
the Forts or Bulwarks of the Kingdom, ſo neither is it for haſely be- 
traying our Rights and Liberties. Theſe Allegations of being threat- 
ned from their Puty, could not excule them from the Rope': bur 
how much more then do they deſerve it who ſhall preſume to 
do as bad things or worſe, without any Menaces at allg,but wil- 
fully and preſumptuoully, purely out of their own baſe inclina- 
tions ? 

But Treſilian was not the onely Judge which our Engliſh His 
ſtory, even ſince the Conqueſt, mentions to have been executed 
for irregular Practices : For in the Reign of King Henry the Se- 
venth, a Wiſe but Avaritions Prince, there were two Gentlemen 
of the Long Robe, that for private Intereſt, and to ſerve the 
Kings preſent Tur, were ready to dilpence with their,Oaths,and 
the known Fundamental Laws. But as they I'd hated during 
his time,ſo they died unlqmented under his Succeſlor, being given 
up a neceſſary Sacrifice to Publick Iuitice.

To Deſcend nearer our own Times, we cannot omit thar 
Example of Uprightneſs, the ever Famous Sir Matthew Hale, 
Lord Chief Juſtice of che King's*Bench ; a Miracle for all o- 
ther parts of Polite and Serious Learning, as well as profound 
Knowledge in the Laws of England. Of whom I ſhall yer, not of- 
fer any particular bitarces, fince his whole Life was one continus 
ed Thred of Sacere, and Underſtanding Juſtice : For as eaſily you 
might have juſtled the Sw1 out of the &cliptick, as ro have warp'd 
him from his conſtane Road of Integrity. An exact Stardard where- 
by Futxre Princes may meaſure the Qualifications of their Judges ; 
for though he were a moſt Loyal, and Z*alous Servant tothe Crown ; 
yet he was ſofar from being ever Impeached by the Repreſent tive Bes 
dof the Nation, that no one Single Perſona (no not of. thoſe that 
I him) were ever heard to complain of his Con- 
uct. 
And if any Latter Judges have been diſmiſs'd by falſe Tales of 
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
